The  Montana  State  Plumbing  Board  was  created  in  19^9»  The  statutes  under 
which  the  board  operates  are  set  forth  in  Title  66,  Chapter  24,  R.CoM,,  19^7» 

The  law  provides  for  a seven  member  board  consisting  of  two  master  plumbers, 
two  journeyman  plumbers,  one  registered  professional  engineer,  one  member 
appointed  at  large  as  a representative  of  the  public,  and  a representative 
of  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health.  The  appointed  members  of  the  board 
are  appointed  by  the  governor  for  four  years.  Board  members  receive  com- 
pensation of  $20  per  day  while  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  board. 

The  main  areas  of  responsibility  of  the  board  are  prescribing  and  enforcing 
minimum  standards  for  plumbing  installations  in  Montana,  and  administeririg 
examinations  for  master  and  journey  plumbers. 

The  board's  records  indicate  there  are  approximately  320  licensed  master 
plumbers  and  80O  journeyman  plumbers  in  Montana,  Examinations  for  master 
and  journeyman  plumbers  are  ordinarily  conducted  quarterly. 

During  the  year  ended  June  30»  19^9 1 the  board  had  three  full-time  employees; 
the  office  manager  and  two  inspectors.  In  addition,  part-time  help  was  employed 
during  the  summer  months.  The  board's  office  is  located  in  the  Old  St.  Peter's 
Hospital,  Helena,  Montana,  and  office  space  and  clerical  help  is  shared  with  the 
Water  Well  Contractors  Examining  Board. 

The  Montana  State  Plumbing  Board  is  self-supporting.  License  fees,  examination 
fees,  money  from  the  sale  of  code  books,  and  other  revenues  of  the  board  are 
deposited  into  the  board's  earmarked  revenue  fund  from  which  expenditures  are 
made  based  on  legislative  appropriations.
